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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Examiner acknowledges a submission of tlie amendment and arguments filed on 
March 3, 2004. Claims 1 and 4 are amended. Amendment and arguments have 
overcome objections and rejections under 112, 2"" paragraph, 102 (b) and 103(a). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
An amended independent Claim 1 discloses, inter alia, a leakage current suppression 
circuit having a clamper for clamping a voltage and connected between nodes of the 
second capacitors and the metal frame, while the second capacitors are connected 
between the common mode reactor coils and the leakage current suppressing circuit. 
Examiner agrees with the Applicant that the Otagaki reference used for rejection of 
Claim 1 fails to disclose such structure. As to Applicant disclosed prior art having a 
common leakage cun-ent suppressing circuit, it is different from instant invention in that 
it does not have the clamping circuit, which serves two goals: protecting the input from 
generating substantial imbalance, and reducing the ground noise leakage. 

The same limitation of Claim 1 is recited over again in another independent 
Claim 4, thus making the application allowable. 

Allowability resides, at least in part, in the above-described limitations, which has 
not been disclosed in the Prior Art in a search.
